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(57) Abstract: A photo-receiving pre-amplifier includes: an inversion amplifier (1); and a current- voltage conversion element (2) 
ym^ connected between the input and output terminals of the inversion amplifier (1). The inversion amplifier (1) has: a Gist transistor (3) 

having a gate connected to the input terminal (In) of the inversion amplifier (1); a second transistor (4) having a source connected to 
2^ the drain of the first transistor (3) and a gate to which a predetermined voltage Vb is applied; and a load (5) connected to the drain 

of the second transistor (4). A third transistor (6) is connected between the input teiminal {hi) of the inversion amplifi^ (1) and the 

source of the second transistor (4). 
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
